The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a fixed scroll being provided 
which is made up of a first stationary-side member having a first stationary- side wrap, a second 
stationary-side member having a second stationary- side wrap; an orbiting scroll being provided 
which has a first flat-plate part, a first movable-side wrap, a second flat-plate part, and a second 
movable-side wrap, the first/second movable-side wrap forming a first/second fluid chamber 
when engaged with the first/second stationary-side wrap, and the second stationary-side member 
is provided with a third flat-plate part which faces the second flat-plate part across the second 
movable-side wrap and which comes into sliding contact with the second movable-side wrap.
